NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt said today 
that “the real end, the inescapable 
end” of American foreign policy 
“ig the destruction of the Hitler 


menace.” 

“In achieving that end,” he said 
ing message read to the Foreign 
Policy Association, “our responsi- 
bility is fully as great as that of 
the peoples who are fighting and 
dying for it. I know that our 
country will not shrink from that 
responsibility nor quail before 
whatever sacrifices it may de 
mand.” 

His message keynoted a report 
on foreign policy presented by po- 
litical and defense officials Sefore 
the association’s forum at the Ho- 
tel Waldorf-Astoria. 

Text of Message. 

The text of the President’s mes- 
sage follows: 

“Every school child knows what 
our foreign policy is. It is to de- 
fend the honor, the freedom, the 
right, the interests and the well- 
being of the American people. We 
seek no gain at the expense of 
others. We threaten no one, nor 
do we tolerate threats from oth- 
ers. No nation is more deeply dedi- 
cated to the ways of peace; no na- 
tion is fundamentally stronger to 
resist aggression. 

“When mighty forces of aggres- 
sion are at large, when they have 
ruthlessly overrun a continent, 
when we know that they seek ulti- 
mately to destroy our freedom, our 
rights, our well-being, everything 
for which this Government stands, 
our foreign policy cannot remain 
passive. There are a few persons 
in this country who seek to lull 
us into a false sense of security, to 
tell us that we are @ot threatened, 
that all we need do to avoid the 
storm is to sit idly by—and to 
submit supinely if necessary. The

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NAVY TAKES STEEL PLANT 
BY EMINENT DOMAIN ORDER 


U.S. Deposits $600,000 With Court as ‘Fair 
Price”—Factory to Be Operated by 
Another Company. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 25 (AP). 
~The Navy Department acquired 
today in United States District 
Court the Federal Alloys Steel 
Corporation’s plant at Eddystone, 
Pa., in what court attaches said 
was the first time the Government 
has taken over an entire plant 
for defense purposes through the 
right of eminent domain. 

Judge Harry BE. Kalodner or- 
dered the corporation's equipment 
and property turned over to the 
navy on a petition by James For- 
restall, Acting Secretary of the 
Navy. 

The plant, comprising 34% acres, 
will be operated by the Heppen- 
stall Co., also of Eddystone, for 


the production of’ steel forgings 
for the navy.

Judge Kalodner set Nov. 17 for 
the company to challenge the 
order but Todaro said this. was 
little more than a formality and 
that the Government does not ex- 
pect any action to be taken by 
the company. 

Washington, navy officials 
said the plant had been closed for 
some time, and they believed it 
could be placed in operation in 
about half the time required to 
build new facilities. 


53000 MINERS 
ORDERED BY LEWIS 
10 STRIKE TONIGHT 


Roosevelt Given No Reply 
to Request That Walk- 
out in ‘Captive’ Shafts 
Be Canceled. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP).— 


Leaders of the United Mine Work- 
ers at Pittsburgh announced to- 
day that they had orders from 
John L. Lewis’ headquarters here 
to proceed with a strike of 53,000 
miners in steel mills’ “captive” 
mines at midnight tonight. 
President Roosevelt had asked 
Lewis, UMW president, to cancel 
the strike call. The affected mines 
supply fuel to defense steel plants 
in. Pennsylvania, West Virginia, 
Kentucky and Illinois. 

At the White House and the 
National Defense Mediation Board 
office it was said that go reply 
had been received to Roosevelt’s 
request. 

Lewis had a press conference 
scheduled for late afternoon and 
would say nothing to reporters be- 
fore then. 

Mediation Board officials were 
not completely discouraged; they 
noted that the fact that the 
miners customarily do not work 
on Sunday still allowed some time 
for the situation to work out. 

The only issue is the United 
Mine Workers’ insistence on a 
union shop contract—that is, a 
requirement that any miner em- 
ployed in the steel companies’ coal 
mines join the UMW after a pro- 
bationary period. 

The President not only asked 
that Lewis call off the strike, but 
proposed that Lewis and Myron C. 
Taylor, former board chairman of 
United States Steel Corporation, 
take the lead if direct negotia- 
tions were required to settle the 
difference between operators and 
miners.

Second Thick Smoke of Season

Talk of Complete Repeal.

These sections fmclude those pre- 
venting foreign countries from 
raising money in the United States, 
forbidding the use of the American 
flag by foreign ships and granting 
the Government control over muni- 
tions exports.

In New York, Wendell L. Will- 
kie, who earlier this week led a 
group of prominent Republicans 
in an appeal for repeal of the 
act in its entirety, said in com- 
menting on,today’s committee ac- 
tion that he was “pleased that cer- 
tain Republican members of the 
United States Senate, by having the 
courage to raise the issue 
squarely, contributed to this ac- 
complishment.” He repeated, how- 
ever, that “the act should be re- 
pealed in its entirety as a firm 
declaration’ of America’s, moral

Guesses were varied as to how 
long the Senate would debate the 
legislation, and Senator Nye 
(Rep.)

The Communist party newspaper 
Pravda said the new German of- 
fensive was started yesterday after 
intense artillery preparation. 

In the first hours of the attack 
the Nazis lost fully two battalions 
of infantry and as many as 70 
tanks smashed by heavy Russian 
defense fire, Pravda asserted. 

Nazis Take Several Villages. 

The Germans, reported to out 
number defense forces, were said 
to have smashed on into several 
small villages around Mozhaisk, 57 
miles west of the capital, but failed 
to win the main highway through 
the town and on toward Moscow. 

Tass news agency reported the 
Germans, led by large numbers of 
tanks, attacked “along the three 
main roads leading to Moscow,” 
but “the Red army fought hero- 
ically for every inch of land.” 

Dispatches said the entire battle- 
ground was piled with snow drift- 
ing under sharp winter winds. 

Some of the towns around Moz- 
haisk were said to have changed 
hands repeatedly. A correspon: 
dent of Pravda reported that 
the Nazis’ big push seemed con- 
centrated in this salient but that 
despite the intense pressure of the 
attack there had been no substan- 
tial change in the troop positions 
during the last several days. 

Pravda reported heavy fighting 
also continued near Kalinin, 95 
miles northwest of the Soviet cap- 
ital. There alone the Germans 
lost nearly 4,000,men in yester- 
day’s fighting, it asserted. .

ROOSEVELT ASSAILS NAZI 
‘SLAUGHTER’ OF HOSTAGES 


Terms Reprisal Executions 


‘Acts of Desperate Men 
Who Know They Can- 
not. Win.’ 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 25°(AP).— 
President Roosevelt assailed Nazi 
reprisal executions in Europe to- 
day, declaring them to be revolt- 
ing to the world and the “acts of 
desperate men who know in their 
hearts that they cannot win.” 

In a formal statement Roosevelt 
said the Nazis were developing a 
“new order” by “depths of fright- 
fulness a even they have 
never approached before.” 

The statement was released by 
the White House without explana- 
tion. 

Following the killing of two 
German officers in France, 50 
hostages were shot at Nantes and 
50 at Bordeaux, and 100 more are 
scheduled to be executed next 
week if the assassins are not 
caught. 

The President’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“The practice of executing scores 
of innocent hostages in reprisal for 
isolated attacks on Germans’ in 
countries temporarily under the 
Nazi heel revolts a world “already 
inured to suffering and brutality. 
Civilized peoples long ago adopted 
the basic principle that no man 
should be punished for the deed 
of, another. 

Unable to apprehend the per- 
sons involved in these attacks the 
Nazis characteristically slaughter 
50 or 100 innocent persons. Those 
who would ‘collaborate’ with Hitler 
or try to appease him cannot ig- 
nore this ghastly warning. 

“The Nazis might have learned 
from the last war the impossibil- 
ity of breaking men’s spirit by -ter- 
rorism. Instead they develop their 
‘lebensraum’ and ‘new order’ by 
depths of frightfulness which even 
they have never approached before. 

“These are the acts of desperate 
men who know in their hearts 
that they cannot win. Frightful- 
ness can never bring peace to 
Europe. . It only sows the seeds of 
hatred which will one 7 bring 
fearful retribution. x 


‘RETRIBUTION’ A WAR 
AIM—CHURCHILL 


LONDON, Oct, 25 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Churchill, associating the 
British Government with  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s declaration on 
German reprisal executions in 
Europe, said today that “retribu- 
tion for these crimes must hence- 
forward take its place among the 
major purposes of the war.” 

Churchill asserted in a press 
statement that. Nazi “butcheries” 
in the oceupied countries were 
“but a foretaste of what Hitler 
would inflict upon the British and 
American peoples if only he 
could get the power.” 

The text of the Churchill state- 
ment follows: 

“His Majesty’s Government as- 
sociate themselves fully with the 
sentiments of horror and con- 
demnation expressed by the Presi- 
dent of the United States upon the 
Nazi butcheries in France. 

“These cold-blooded executions 
of innocent people will only re- 
coil upon the savages who order 
and execute them. 

“The butcheries in France are 
an example of what Hitler’s Nazis 
are doing in many other countries 
under their yoke. 

“The atrocities in Poland, in 
Yugoslavia, in Norway, in Hol- 
land, in Belgium and, above all, 
behind the German fronts in 
Russia surpass anything that has 
been known since the darkest and 
most bestial ages of mankind. 

“They are but a foretaste of 
what Hitler would inflict upon the 
British and American peoples if 
only he could get the power.

5 ARMY PLANES

Soldier in Well Puts on Gas Mask, 
Burns Underwear to Attract Help 


NEW YORK, Oct. 25 (AP).—A 
22-year-old soldier who fell into a 
dry well while on maneuvers sig- 
naled his rescuers by burning his 
underwear—saving himself from 
the smoke by putting on his gas 
mask—according to a dispatch to 
the New York Herald Tribune 
from Hoffman, NWN. C. 

The soldier, Roland Sauter of 
Rochester, N. Y,, a private in the 
209th Coast Artillery, probably was 
saved because of a maneuvers reg- 
ulation prohibiting fires or smok-

Coast Artillery, a New York out- 
fit, saw smoke coming out from 
isolated underbrush, they investi- 
gated. 
Sauter, who spent 12 hours in 
the 30-foot well on an abandoned 
farm, alternately yelling and fight- 
ing rats, was unhurt but narrow- 
ly missed being left behind because 
he was rescued an hour before 
his regiment was scheduled to 
leave the area. 

He stumbled into the well in a

The final break before the cap~- 
ture of Kharkov was made by an 
infantry regiment which at the» 
town’s edge battered down what 
appeared to be the last six case 
mates, dispatches said. On surging 
forward, however, a biast of 
machinegun fire from a harmless- 
looking hunter’s lodge stopped the 
regiment unti] it could be smashed 
by anti-tank guns. 

The special communique, herald- 
ed with the fanfare reserved for 
such announcements, said the new 
prize in the conquest of the 
Ukraine means that “one of the 
most important armament and eco- 
nomic centers in the Soviet Union” 
has become a German possession, 

The brief ‘communique gave no 
further elaboration on the capture 
of Kharkov, important as a rail- 
way center as well as for its 
smelting and its big factories. 

Progress toward the Soviet cap- 
ital, however, admittedly was dif- 
ficult. Dispatches claimed only 
that German troops had “battled 
further forward.” They gave no 
names to indicate how far the 
Nazis had driven.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25 (AP).—

Pepper, who has advocated “im- 
mobilizing” Japan as a part of this 
country’s efforts to aid nations 
fighting the Axis Powers, said he 
was satisfied that the Japanese 
were following a pattern laid down 
by Hitler.

Scientists Regard Record 
‘Free Fall’ as of ‘Ines- 


timable Value’ | to  Mili- | 


tary Flying — Jumper 
Cites Morale Value. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 25 (AP)—A 
record jump from an airplane—a 
fall of five and a half miles be- 
fore opening a parachute—was 


jacclaimed by scientists and the 


jumper today as of “inestimable 
value to aviation, especially mili- 
tary flying.” 

The jump from 31,400 feet above 
sea level was made yesterday by 
Arthur Starnes, 36-year-old busi- 
ness man and former barnstorm- 
ing pilot. 

His only ill effect was a bite on 
his lower lip inflicted, he believed, 
at the jolt of his ‘chute opening 
1500 feet from the ground, jerking 
him out of a 170-mile-an-hour fall. 

Northwestern University and 
University of Chicago scientists 
conducting the research in free 
falls said the jump proved that ex- 
cept for a “blackout” of one of 
two geconds, man could fall from 
great heights without losing conr 
sciousness. 

Starnes’ “blackout” occurred 
when his parachute checked ‘his 
plunge. He was on ‘his feet a 
half minute after landing. 

The scientists said the findings 
would be valuable to all flight with- 
in the eltitude covered by the ex- 
periment, since it should dispel 
an aviator’s fear that, forced to 
bail out, he might lose his senses 
in the fall and be unable to open 
his parachute. 

His feat, Starnes said, removed 
“a strong psychological barrier 
against such a jump im case of 
necessity.” 

He said he felt the high jump 
and long delayed opening of his 
‘chute also would prove a valuable 
morale builder in training fight- 
ing airmen. 

Fighting flyers forced to bail out 
would be easy targets for their 
foes if they jerked their rip-cords 
immediately and floated to the 
ground, he said. From high alti- 
tudes they also would be exposed 
for a long time to freezing temper- 
atures which might injure them 
for landings. 

The temperature ranged. between 
45 and 48 degrees below zero when 
Starens leaped. He plunged 29,300 
feet in 116 seconds. 

By long delayed jumps, Starnes 
continued, fighters would  fali 
swiftly out of range of fighter 
ships, and theoretically the likeli- 
hood of being struck by their own 
disabled planes or debris would 
be decreased.

ON THE STRIKE FRONT. 

For the second time within two months, St. Louis 
is threatened with a stoppage of Union Electric power 
as the result of a labor dispute. ;The first threat 
was made by the Operating Engineers’ Union (AFL), 
Local 148; that dispute was settled by the Depart- 
ment of Labor Conciliation Service. The present 
threat comes from the Tri-State Utility Workers’ 
Union, an independent organization, claiming 3000 
members among the employes of Union Electric. 

That some types of labor leadership would not 
balk at paralyzing a great city was shown by the 
Kansas City strike of Sept. 17, in which power was 
cut off for several hours during the night, plunging 
the city into darkness, suspending street car and 
traffic signal service, impairing water supply and 
imperiling the lives of many people, including a 
child in an electrically operated “iron lung.” This 
criminal strike was called in a jurisdictional dis- 
pute and in flagrant disregard of an order of the 
National Labor Relations Board. 

In the present instance, the threat of the men to 

call a strike next Wednesday is qualified by their 
stated willingness, “win or lose,” to accept the deci- 
sion of a competent board of arbitration on the wage 
dispute. The union suggested a board appointed by 
Gov. Donnell, the presiding Judge of the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals or “any other equally 
fair individual or individuals” would be acceptable 
to it. 
The City of St. Louis cannot and will not tolerate 
the paralysis of a power shortage. Both company 
and men in an electric utility dispute have a respon- 
sibility far transcending that in other industries, 
where the effect of work stoppages has no direct and 
tragic impact on the life of a great community. Fail- 
ure, on the part of one or both, to discharge this re- 
sponsibility is a crime against the public interest.

Fruits of Industrial Research. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HE outlook for progress through in- 
dustrial research is more encouraging 
than might be inferred from your edi- 
torial, “Two Per Cent for Prosperity.” 

Fifty years ago, there was no organ- 
ized industrial research, only haphazard 
experimenting. In 1900, there were but 
2000 scientists on the job, and the ex- 
penditure was but a few hundred thou- 
sand dollars per year. Today there are 
between 75,000 and 80,000 research, ex- 
perts at work and the total expenditure 
is estimated by the National Resources 
Planning Board at $300,000,000 annually. 

The survey made by our committee 
brought replies from 1008 establishments, 
which reported over $117,000,000 spent an- 
nually. This tends to confirm the Plan- 
ning Board’s estimate because there are 
approximately 3000 organized research 
laboratorires in the country. Many of 
these laboratories cannot make public re- 
ports of their operations. 

Manufacturing production has been 
increasing over twice as rapidly as pop- 
ulation. Prior to the war, the total vol- 
ume had doubled every 20 years since 
1900. Even in the decade ending 1940, 
despite the depression and legislation 
which almost stopped public investment 
in business enterprises, the advance con- 
tinued. 

The work week was shortened one- 
sixth and hourly wages increased one- 
third. In the face of these added costs, 
prices of manufactured articles were 
greatly reduced, in some cases more than 
half. At the same time, these articles 
were improved so as to be more durable, 
more useful and more beautiful than ever 
before. 

With all these advances, the cost of 
living was still one-eighth lower in 1940 
than in 1929 and real weekly earnings 
were almost one-third higher. 

Research—improving machines, meth- 
ods and materials—is almost wholly to be 
credited for this great progress. Prac- 
tically all these gains have been passed 
along to the worker and the consumer, 
as is shown by the fact that manufactur- 
ing profits in 1940 were less than in 1929. 

It is certain that this expansion of in- 
dustrial research will continue. In the 
committee’s campaign to stimulate re- 
search, Dr. Compton set 2 per cent of 
sales volume as a possible standard. As 
you have suggested, however, many in- 
dustries spend more than 2 per cent in 
their research laboratories.

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GOV. GREEN RENEWS HIS ANTI-BOSS WAR. 

Gov. Green has left the Illinois State Capitol at 
Springfield to be gone until after the Nov. 4 judicial 
election in Chicago. Already an active participant 
in that campaign, he is expected to devote much of 
his time to the Republican ticket. In Chicago the 
other night, the Governor told a meeting of Repub- 
lican organization workers that “the Kelly-Nash 
Democratic machine must be smashed.” 

These words sound like Mr. Green’s campaign of 
a year ago when he was seeking the governorship 
on an anti-boss appeal. It is to be noted, however, 
that he directs them not at a solidly Democratic 
Kelly-Nash slate, but at a coalition judicial ticket 
with candidates nominated by both parties, and con- 
sisting for the most part of sitting Judges. It would 
seem from this that Gov. Green is more interested 
in the election of Republican Judges than he is in 
qualified Judges—unless he thinks that in every in- 
stance the Republican candidate is better qualified 
than the Democratic. 

Many Illinoisans who supported Gov. Green in 
his campaign against the Democratic ticket on the 
bossism issue last November will wonder why he 
chose the present campaign for his first major re- 
newal of that issue. The Kelly-Nash machine ob- 
tained its ends at the session of the Republican Leg- 
islature this year with relatively little opposition 
from the Governor. Is it not strange that Mr. Green 
should now return to the wars in a battle against a 
coalition judicial ticket which was to have had the 
effect of reducing partisan influences -on the 
courts?

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ON DUTY FOR AN INTERIM ONLY. 

There has been a teapot tempest over the con- 
tinued functioning of the Efficiency Board (now 
reduced to two members) in the interim period, 
pending establishment of the new merit system au- 
thorized by the voters in the special election of Sept. 
16. It can now subside, since the City Counselor has 
handed down an opinion upholding the legality of 
the board’s continued operations, and Mayor Becker 
has pointed out the necessary work it is doing.

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MORE FARM BLOC BRASS. 

Having been assured of victory in its fight to let 
the proposed ceiling on farm prices come no lower 
than 110 per cent of the parity level, the farm bloc 
now seems to~be out to cash in on it right away. 

The House Committee on Agriculture yesterday 
reported out a bill calling for 100 per cent loans 
on wheat, cotton, corn, rice and tobacco. That means 
a boost of 15 per cent above the 85 per cent bill 
only recently enacted. When the President signed 
this measure, he pointed out that, benefit payments

discussed with all governments on the lease- 
lend list and basic terms governing trans- 
fers to Britain already have been sent to 
London for study. 

This information was given by President 
Roosevelt to Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), 
of Michigan, in a letter recently read to 
the Senate. Details of these agreements 
will not be disclosed until negotiations are 
completed, but the administration has shed 
some light on general terms. 

Representative Woodrum (Dem.), of Vir- 
ginia, has told the House that definite spe- 
cific contracts are not being drawn, but 
that broad arrangements are being made to 
provide some form of repayment. 

Terms of repayment are up to the Presi- 
dent. The Lease-Lend Act authorizes him 
to make any terms he deems satisfactory 
and to arrange for repayment “in kind or 
property, or any other direct or indirect 
benefit.” Indications are that indirect ben- 
efits will loom large, although the President 
assured Senator Vandenburg that agree- 
ments “provide that the country involved 
shall pay some portion of the cost of de- 
fense articles transferred.” The portion 
to be repaid depends in large measure upon 
the country’s ability to pay. 

The agreement proposed for Great Britain 
is known to be flexible, containing no hard- 
and-fast formula, but this does not mean 
that lease-lend officials are giving away 
American-made war materials with no 
strings attached. A member of the British 
House of Commons, in fact, recently de- 
scribed this country’s defense officials as 
“hard bargainers.” 

* « . 

In any event, close count of every penny 
advanced is kept both by this countryzand 
Great Britain. A huge bookkeeping organ- 
ization is developing to keep track of every 
gun, plane, shell and pound of food. 

One definite requirement is that the Brit- 
ish bear as much of the direct financial 
burden as possible. Most British holdings 
in this country have been sold to pay for 
$3,000,000,000 in war orders, and the bulk 
of the remainder—$600,000,000—has been 
pledged as security for a $425,000,000 Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation loan. 

Another definite consideration involves 
future air and naval bases that this country 
might want for defense. The last exchange 
brought the United States eight Atlantic 
bases for 50 over-age destroyers. If more 
bases are required, the administration is 
expected to place a higher value on them 
and write off a portion of lease-lend funds. 
A rupture with Japan, for example, might 
make a British-owned base in the Pacific 
extremely valuable to the United States 


navy. 

A third possible repayment could be in 
the form of valuable military information 
and secret defense devices. It is generally 
presumed that this country and England 
are sharing each other’s military and naval 
secrets, and it is not unlikely that the Pres- 
ident would attach important value to this 
exchange. 

Post-war tariffs and trade agreements 
are other items of value that are being ex- 
plored. The British Empire, for example, 
controls much of. the world’s supply of rub- 
ber and nickel, and United States nego- 


tiators are trying to get British assurances 


along the lines of the Roosevelt-Churchill 
“Atlantic Charter,” are other benefits ex- 
pected from lease-lend aid, although cash 
values would be hard to determine. 

Lease-lend policies, in fact, constitute one 
device to avoid headaches of the last war 
arising from cash loans. The Treasury still 
has Britain down for $5,650,000,000 in un- 
paid war loans, and the administration has 
no intention of repeating this experience. 

Instead, the Government now is paying 
attention to less definite but equally valu- 
able commitments, such as trade conces- 
sions, access to needed raw materials and 
international shipping agreements. 

Similar agreements have been concluded 
with Brazil, the Dominican Republic, Haiti 
and Paraguay, and are being negotiated 
with other Latin American governments 
and with China. The Chinese are arrang- 
ing to deliver tungsten, tin, tung oil and 
other products in exchange for lease-lend 
deliveries of planes, guns and ammunition.

Pacts with Western Hemisphere states 
are reported to allow the United States cer- 
tain defense privileges, such as air bases, 
in exchange for loans for industria] de- 
velopment. Commercial concessions, includ- 
ing improved guarantees for invested capi- 
tal, are being arranged in exchange for 
United States offers to buy all critical war 
materials that Latin America has to offer. 

The Dutch have refused lease-lend aid 
and are contracting to pay cash for mili- 
tary supplies sent to the East Indies. Im- 
portant amounts of Dutch cash come from 
sales of tin and rubber to a at prices 
that assure substantial prorits. United 
States dollar purchases from Canada, Brit- 
ish Malaya and other parts of the Empire 
also give Britain funds that can be applied 
to war material deliveries. 

In general, lease-lend aid is being used 
for a twofold advantage. 1. To resist the 
Nazi advance now.

PETAIN HOSTAGE 
RUMOR EXAMINED

melodrama to France’s spate of 
tragedy. 

The 85-year-old Marechal de 
France, present chief of the tech- 
nically unoccupied part of the 
French state, gives circulatién to 
a rumor that he is thinking about 
offering himself up to the Ger- 
mans as a hostage so that they 
will spare the lives of the 100 or 
more Frenchmen who may die 
next week for the killings of two 
German officers. 

Already, on two days of this 
week, the Germans have lined up 
against the wall and _ shot *100 
French hostages in revenge for 
the deaths of the two Nazis, al- 
though none of the Frenchmen 
now in their graves had anything 
directly to do with the acts for 
which they were executed. 

Perhaps it is too easy to be cyn- 
ical about Petain; maybe the 
elderly gentleman of Vichy be- 
lieves sincerely that he is doing 
his stricken nation a rea] service 
by playing this game in another 
effort to convince the French that 
collaboration with Hitler is their 
national salvation. 

At any rate, the inspired spec- 
tacle of Petain as a voluntary 
hostage comes at a moment when 
the®Germans seem to be realizing 
what a ghastly shock the world 
/has received from the blood bath

60 Officers in 19 Econom-

ROME, Oct. 25 (AP),—Premier 
Mussolini transferred or replaced 
60 officers of his Fascist corpora- 
tions or guilds today in the most 
sweeping shakeup in years. 

Nineteen of Italy’s 22 guilds 
which control the country’s eco- 
nomic production were affected by 
the changes. , 

Only the leaders of the hotel, 
theater and giass guilds, which are 
of secondary importance at this 
time, were undisturbed. 

Mussolini is president of every 
guild but delegates most of the 
work to vice-presidents and coun- 
cillors, the latter from the Fascist 
party and the industry concerned, 
whose names figure in the new list 
of officials. ae 

Reasons for the overhaul were 
not announced but observers as- 
sumed it was to make the guild 
system more efficient in meeting 
wartime needs and to remove 
causes for complaint among the 
public, . 

Stefani news agency announced 
that the foreign trade committee 
of the Chamber of Fasces and 
Guilds had approved three pro- 
posed laws “concerning measures 
on property of persons having 
United States nationality.” 

The nature of the measures was 
not learned but they presumably 
deal with the furcher freezing of 
American credits in Italy.

T ‘s no kidding that there will 
be an effort to step our war 
production up to one hundred 


argument that this will insure the 
obliteration of Hitler in two years. 
It is more than somebody's pipe 
dream. It is an actual project be- 
ing laid out on the drawing-board 
and prepared. 

That is about 100 per cent of 
our annual national income or 
production a few years ago but ‘t 
is insisted that this very govern- 
mental spending will raise our na- 
tional income to 100 billions a year 
and that, therefore, this spending 
will be only 50 per cent of national 
income. 

This is pretty high-handed hocus- 
pocus. Heretofore it has been 
pretty generally supposed that na- 
tional income was really the total 
production of goods and services 
that combined to increase na- 
tional weaith or consumption. How 
can production of things to be’ de- 
stroyed, exploded, burned up, sunk 
in thé ocean or sent overseas at 
the expense of all the people be 
called an increase in national in- 
come?. It isn’t, It is a dissipation 
of national wealth. You still can’t 
lift yourself by your own boot- 
straps. ’ 


Spending Money Not Enough. 

O K, skip that. Go on to the 
next. Who says that fifty billions 
of war production will destroy 
Hitler? How? When? Where? 


| There is an economic side to this 


war. There is also a military and 
naval side, What is the strategic 
plan here? It is true that it can’t 
be laid out in detail. War condi- 
tions change too fast. But what 
is the general directive? There 
isn’t any and that is why it seems 
so absurd to budget expénditures 
beyond human precedent for a 
purpose not revealed, 

Of course the answer is: “We 
must do our utmost. We are not 
doing it. Therefore we outline this 
great program as proof that we 
are doing all we can.” 

But just spending money is not 
effective defense. It may be the 
precise reverse of that. It may be 
effective destruction. Also, as has 
been remarked here before, you 
can’t measure~ defense in dollars 
alone. It isn’t sold by the yard. 
It is a question of tonnage, usabil- 
ity, use and effectiveness of the 
munitions produted. Types of guns, 
tanks, munitions and, above all, of 
planes are in a constant state of 
flux and change. Our job is to 
build up our productive capacity 
on a flexible .basis and then be 
prepared to produce and deliver 
what is wanted, when and where 
it is wanted to produce the best 
result, 


What Is Needed. 


Almost no thought is being giv- 
en to these principles. The em- 
phasis seems to be on breath-tak- 
ing statistics of present and pros- 
pective expenditures. No worth- 
while thought at all seems to be 
being given to the effect of this 
kind of avalanche operation on the 
economic structure of our country 
—employment, employers, the great 
mass of our civilian population— 
or on our post-war future, 
Obviously this situation needs 
some kind of general staff of grand 
strategy—economic, military, naval 
and financial. That doesn’t mean 
any Austrian Aulic council with 
which Napoleon had so much fun. 
Under our system, the President is 
the one commander-in-chief. But, 
whether or not he decides to take 
the public into his. confidence 
more: definitely than to talk about 
“ersenals of “democracy” or “the 
four freedoms” he ought to be will- 
ing to tell his aims to such a staff, 
ask them to study the problem and 
report how best to achieve them 
and not leave it to the sporadic 
outbursts of such gentlemen as

we have, but who in the field of 
armed operations are complete 
tyros.

MLL SEE THAT A 
REACHES RUSS 


Confident  Geographical| 
Difficulties Will Be 
Overcome, He Asserts— 
Bars Peace With Hitler. 


MANCHESTER, England, Oct. 
25. (AP).—Foreign Secretary An- 
thony Eden declared confidently 
today that Britain would over- 
come many geographical difficul- 
ties in fulfilling the “immensely 


aid to Russia. ps 

“The Government indeed have 
but one purpose, which is yours 
and Stalin’s, too—how best to ac- 
complish Hitler’s defeat,” Eden as- 
serted at a public meeting under 
auspices of Ministry of Informa- 
tion, 

“We will not be deterred from 
that task for one instant, even 
for the luxury of answering our 
critics.” 

Affirming again that Britain’s 
policy is that “there can never be 
any peace nor any negotiation be- 
tween us and Hitler,” Eden said: 

“Russia’s cause is our cause, her 
battle is our battle.” 

Silent on Strategy. 

He added, however, that he could 
not enlighten his audience on when 
Britain is going to strike, or even, 
“at least, that we shall strike.” 

Eden said he looked forward to 
“association with the United States 
of incalculable value not only to 
ourselves but to the whole world 
besides” after the war. 

“We must recognize that in the 
last 20 years we have taken a 
number of wrong turnings in eco- 
nomics and politics alike,” Eden 
continued. 

“To review and consider these 
mistakes among ourselves is essen- 
tial if we are to shape our future 
policy aright. 

“These are problems which are 
being considered and studied now 
by the Government.” 

Refers to Criticism. 

He said that since the first hour 
of the German attack on Russia 
the War Cabinet and the Govern- 
ment as a whole had concentrated 
every effort to give utmost help 
to the Russians with “neither hesi- 
tation nor reserve.” 

The Government does not object 
to constructive criticism, he went 
on, but “decisions must be the re- 
sponsibility of the War Cabinet 
and of the War Cabinet alone.” 

In the Middle East, Eden ‘con- 
tinued, British reinforcements and 
supplies have been speeding con- 
tinuously “to the unbroken allied 
front stretching from the Caucasus 
through Persia (Iran), Iraq, Pales- 
tine and Egypt to the Western 
desert. 

Stronger Position. 

“Our position in the Middle East 
has in truth been immensely 
strengthened since this time a year 
ago,” he said. 

“The whole scene has been trans- 

formed. In lands where we were 
anxiously considering at what point 
the enemy, much stronger in num- 
bers and war material, might strike 
us next, we are now building up 
a reserve ready to meet any chal- 
lenge that may be brought against 
us.”

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GEN. DRUM CALLS 
ARTILLERY'S PART 
IN GAMES WEAK 


Cites Lack of Co-operation 
‘With Infantry — Says 
_Tanks Hardly Got Into 
the Battle. 


CAMDEN, §&. C., Oct. 25 (AP).— 
A lack of co-operation between in- 
fantry and artillery and ineffective 
use of tanks appeared in the first 
big training battle of the First 
Army’s two-month field exercises 
in the Carolinas, said Lieut. Gen. 
Hugh A. Drum, commander. 

Gen. Drum told nearly 7000 offi- 
cers and non-commissioned offi- 
cers at Monroe, N. C., that al- 
though “progress was excellent,” 
there were shortcomings demand- 
ing immediate correction. 

He commended the “soldierly at- 
titude” of the 300,000 men and pre- 
dicted they soon would be ready 
to meet “any enemy.” 

In this week’s simulated battle, 
artillery failed to support tank 
attacks, Gen. Drum said, and in- 
fantry failed to call on artillery 
to cover their advances. 

Brig. Gen. Henry Terrell, depu- 
ty director of the maneuvers, esti- 
mated that 58 per cent of the ar- 
tillery fire of the Second Army 
Corps and 23 per cent of the First 
Corps was directed at places where 
there were no targets. 

The First Corps, commanded by 
Maj. Gen, Charles F. Thompson 
and composed of the Eighth, Ninth 
and Thirtieth Divisions, got to its 
first objective “latest with the least 
troops,” Gen. Drum commented, 
and tanks, ordered to attack in a 
later phase, “hardly got into the 
battle.” 

In the problem, the First Corps 
was opposed by the Second, made 
up of the Twenty-eighth, Twenty- 
ninth and Forty-fourth Divisions 
and commanded by Maj. Gen. 
Lioyd R. Fredendall. 

Gen. Thompson said the difficul- 
ties of his corps arose from fail- 
ures in the execution of orders and 
because’ of traffic congestion 
through lack of centralized control. 
He said he delayed for an hour 
and a half the order for one attack 
so that his men could enjoy break- 

fast. 


SHARP FIGHTING IN KWANTUNG 


Japanese Attack Chinese South- 
west of Swatow. 
HONGKONG, Oct. 25 (AP).— 
Sharp fighting southwest of the 
port of Swatow, in northeast 
Kwangtung Province, was report- 
ed today by Japanese military au- 
thorities, who said their troops had 
attacked about 3000 Chinese occu- 
pying positions in the hills.

Vohs of Missouri State Medical 
Association economics committee 
explained, separate institutions for 
convalescents and invalids would 
be vastly less expensive to build, 
equip and operate, but relieve. the 
crowded “acute” institution and, 
in their own right, serve a long 
neglected and increasing need the 
country over. * 

Panel speakers agreed that vol- 
untary rather ‘than Government 
action was the’ path of choice to 
health security, but as Dr. Vohs 
pointed out—“After .all, it’s our 
Government”—whether as members 
of communities and organizations 
or as citizens of a democracy, 
Americans are going to meet their 
health and hospital needs. 

The speakers included Dr. R. O. 
Muether of St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety, Maurice J. Norby of thé 
American Hospital Association hos- 
pital service plan commission; 
Charles G. Buffum, Louisiana (Mo.) 
business man and hospital trustee, 
and Mgr. Leo J. Steck of the Cath- 
olic Rural Life Conference, which 
is setting a new mark in voluntary 
service with a “clinic on wheels” 
to serve doctor-less and dentist- 
less Missourians.

Maintaining 
Low Weight 
After Dieting 


By 
Logan Clendening, M. D. 


N beginning the second week 
| of the second three-week period 

of the fall reducing diet, those 
who are still faithful to their ob- 
Servance of it must be beginning 
to realize the fun of being com- 
paratively thin again. They must 
realize, too, that it would be folly 
and wastefulness to return to.eat- 
ing anything and everything in 
any quantity as soon as the diet 
period is over. 

So plan now to get into the habit 
of keeping up a maintenance: diet 
which will maintain your low- 
weight level. 

You should have learned by fol- 
lowing these diets to plan your 
own. They are simply suggested 
as models, and to save you the 
trouble of planning three meals in 
detail. Any kind of substitution, 
80 long as you preserve the spirit 
of the reducing diet, is all right. 

I am often asked what are thin- 
ning and reducing foods, or rather 
the form the question takes is— 
“Is such or such an article of diet 
thinning?” The answer is—all 

foods have caloric value. No food 
is thinning if you take enough of 
it. In other words, the emphasis 
should be put on amount and not 
kind of food. But, of course, on 
account of their concentrated cal- 
ories certain foods are more fat- 
tening than others. These are the 
fats—salad dressings, gravies, 
cream desserts, butter sauce, cream 
soups are the worst enemies; and 
the carbohydrates—sugar, eandy, 
bread, potatoes, rice, etc.

Dr. Clifford Barboka, in his 
book, Treatment of Diet, gives the 
following: 

Typical Foods Allowed in Reduc- 
tion Diets. 


Skimmed milk and buttermilk. 

Eggs. 

Lean meats—chicken, liver, fish, 
shrimp, crabmeat, the lean parts 
of meat. 

Fruits—5 per cent and 10 per cent 
guch as cantaloupe, rhubarb, avo- 
cado, watermelon, blackberries, 
cranberries, gooseberries, grape- 
fruit, lemon, lime, orange, papaya, 
peach, pineapple, strawberries, tan- 
gerines. 

Vegetables—5 per cent, such as 
asparagus, broccoli, cabbage, cauli- 
flower, celery, cucumber, eggplant, 
lettuce, okra, radishes, sauerkraut, 
spinach, string beans, squash, to- 
mato, and 10 per cent, artichokes, 
beets, carrots, kale, onion, parsley, 
peas, pumpkin, turnips. 

Typical Foods to Avoid in Reduc- 
tion Diets. 

Sugar and candy. 

Starches, such as bread, cereal, 
macaroni, spaghetti, pastry, pies, 
cakes. 

Vegetables high in  carbohy- 
drates, such as potato, shelled peas 
and beans, corn, parsnips. 

Fats, such as butter, salad oils, 
eream. 

Meats high in fat—pork, lamb 
ehops. 

Fall Reducing Diet—Sunday 


A cup of clear soup can be taken 
at any time to satisfy the appetite 
without counting it as calories. 

Breakfast—% grapefruit — no 
sugar; 1 slice toast, no butter; cof- 
fee, no cream or sugar. 

Lunch—Vegetable plate of 1 ta- 
blespoon each of spinach, beets, 
carrots, string beans, cauliflower. 
1 slice toast, no butter; 1 glass but- 
termilk (vitamins), black coffee or 
tea with lemon, no sugar. 

Dinner: 1 cup clear soup, 1 
broiled veal cutiet or veal chop, no 
breading; 1 large helping carrots 
(vitamin A); 1 average helping 
snow pudding, no sauce (protein); 
black coffee, no sugar.

BERLIN DIARY--Omens of the Spring Offensive 


CHAPTER SEVEN. 


ERLIN, Jan. 3, 1940.—The press 
Bi: beginning to harp about 

“Britain’s aggressive designs in 
Scandinavia.” Hitler, we hear, has 
told the army, navy and air force 
to rush plans for heading off the 
Allies in Scandinavia should they 
go in there to help Finland against 
Russia. The army and navy are 
very pro-Finnish, but realize they 
must protect their trade routes to 
the Swedish iron-ore fields. If 
Germany loses these, she is sunk. 
BERLIN, Jan. 9.—Harry C. prob- 


ably the best informed man in the 
Moscow embassy, passed ‘through 
today. The Russians, he says, have 
hopelessly bungled the attack on 
Finland. A hundred thousand cas- 
ualties already, the hospitals in 
Leningrad and the north jammed 
with wounded. But they are the 
lucky ones, because thousands of 
lightly wounded died of cold and 
exposure. Harry says everyone in 
Moscow, from Stalin down, thought 
the Red army would be in Helsinki 
a week after the attack started. 
They were so sure that they timed 
an attack on Bessarabia for Dec. 
6, and only called it off at the last 
minute. 

Berlin, Jan. 11.—Cold. Fifteen 
degrees below zero centigrade out- 
side my window. Half the popu- 
lation freezing in their homes and 
offices and workshops because 
there is no coal. I’m surprised the 
Nazis are letting the situation be- 
come so serious. Nothing like 
continual cold to lower your 
morale. 


Hitler is back in town and last 
night at the Chancellery, I hear, he 
and Goering lambasted the big in- 
dustrialists, who had been hurried- 
ly convoked from the Rhineland, 
for being slack. These great ty- 
coons, who made it possible with 
their money for Hitler to climb to 
power, sat there, I’m told, with red 
faces and never dared utter a peep. 
Hitler also saw the military yes- 
terday and today and there is talk 
about a big push in the spring. 
The army, according to my spies, 
is still against an offensive on the 
Maginot Line despite party pres- 
sure for it. Will the Germans try 
to go through Holland, as many 
think? They want air bases on 
the Dutch coast for the take-off 
against Britain. Also fantastic 
talk here of an invasion of England. 
Amsterday, Jan. 18.—Here for a 
few days. The Dutch still lead the 
good life. The food they consume 
as to both quantity and quality is 
fantastic. They dine and dance 
and go to church and skate on 


canals and tend their businesses. 


And they are blind—oh, so blind— 
to the dangers that confront them. 

The Queen, they say, stubbornly 
refuses to allow staff talks with 
the allies or even with the Belgians. 
In the meantime, as I could observe 
when I crossed the border, the 
Germans pile up their forces and 
supplies on the Dutch frontier. If 
and when they move, there will be 
no time for staff talks with the 
allies. The Dutch tell you that if 
they even whisper to the allies 
about joint defense plans, Hitler 
will’ consider that an excuse to 
walk in. As though Hitler will 
ever want for an excuse if he 
really decides to walk in,

Berlin, Jan. 24.—I think Percival 
W., a retired American business 
man of German parentage who has 
spent most of his life in this coun- 
try, sees something I’ve been trying 
to get straight. 

Said he: “For Germans, a thing 
is right, ethical, honorable if it 
squares with the tradition of what 
a German thinks a German should 
do; or if it advances the interests 
of Germanism or Germany. But 
th. Germans have no abstract idea 
of ethics, or honor, or right con- 
duct.” 


He gave a pretty illustration. A 
German friend said to him: “Isn’t 
it terrible what the Finns are doing, 
taking on Russia?” When Mr, W. 
remonstrated that, after all, the 
Finns were only doing what you 
would expect all decent Germans 
to do if they got in the same fix, 
his friend retorted: “But Russia is 
Germany’s friend.” 

In othér words, foy a German to 
defend his country’s liberty and 
independence js right. For a Finn 
to do the same is wrong, because 
it disturbs Germany’s relations with 
Russia. The abstract idea there 
is missing in the German mental- 
ity. 

That probably explains the Ger- 
mans’ complete lack of regard or 
sympathy for the plight of the 
Poles or Czechs. What the Ger- 
mans are doing to these people— 
murdering them, for one thing—is 
right because the Germans are do- 
ing it. 


Mr. W. tells me he was in Ger- 
many until shortly before we en- 
tered the war in 1917 and that 
until the winter of 1916-17 there 
was no suffering among the civilian 
population at all. He,.says the 
present rations and shortages are 
about the same as Germany ex- 
perienced in the third year of the 
World War. He is sure things 
cannot go on as at present, with 
the front quiet and nothing but

hardship. “What the Germans 
must have,” he said, “are a lot of 
quick victories.”

I sus- 
pect this story is a plant and that 
the Nazis would like us to put it 
out as part of their nerve war. I 
shan’t. 

Berlin, March 1.—The offensive 
seems imminent. Troop trains 
pouring through Berlin every day 
westbound. All air wardens have 
been warned to be ready for duty 
after March 15. 

One hears—you never know here 
—of big troop concentrations 
against Holland. From what I saw 
in The Netherlands, the Dutch will 
be easy pickings for the Germans. 
Their army is miserable. Their 
famous defensive water line is of 
doubtful worth. Switzerland will 
be tougher to crack, and I doubt 
if the Germans will try. 


Berlin, March 18—In Moscow 
last night peace was made between 
Russia and Finland. It is a very 
hard peace for Finland and in Hel- 
sinki today, according to the BBC, 
the flags are at half-mast. 

Berlin, March 17—Much excite- 
ment on this Palm Sunday in offi- 
cial quarters over a war commu- 
nique claiming that the Luftwaffe 
hit and damaged three British bat- 
tleships in Scapa Flow last night. 

Berlin, March 18—For two and 
a half hours this morning, while a 
snowstorm raged, Hitler and Mus- 
solini conferred at the Brenner.

Presumably, North felt that he 
had given his all by bidding and 
twice rebidding diamonds, but that 
he should have passed to four no 
trump is simply incredible. A cur- 
sory study of the North-South hand 
reveals that six diamonds was ob- 
viously the correct contract, and it 
is not until we peek at the dia- 
mond distribution that we can alter 
this view. 

West opened his fourth best club. 
East played the ace and returned 
the deuce. Declarer won and 
cleared hig spade suit. West, on 
lead with the nine, laid down the 
club jack to cover dummy’s ten 
and protect his own seven. De- 
clarer won, but could take only his 
fifth spade and three heart tricks, 
then had to concede two tricks and 
defeat. 

It is doubtful that readers will 
ever find themselves in such a pe- 
culiar contract, but if they do they 
had better look to their play. When 
East wins the first club lead with 
the ace, declarer’s obviously correct 
play is to unblock the queen, thus 
retaining two low clubs. Now, re- 
gardiless of the defense, dummy is 
certain to have a club entry, and 
the four top diamonds come in 
very handy.
